Gta Mule Laming Itself in Kicking.

The New York Sun says They 
tell of a mule at Big Evans, Nev., who 
amused himeelf by driving nails with 
his heels. There was a post contain- 
ing nails partly driven, and the mule, 
backing up within easy reaching dis- 
tance, began kicking the nails home. 
Wheu the head of a nail projected but 
a short distance he would tap it gent- 
ly, and drive it like the carpenter with 
a hammer. When the nail was hal 
driven, thon it would require ajbeavi y 
blow; but the mule appeared to un- 
derstand perfectly the weight to be 
applied, Fifty or sixty nails were 
driven in this manner, and then a 
rough old twenty-penny was encount- 
ered. Two or three fair blows were 
administered without any perceptible 
result, and then the mule trembled 
with rage. Stepping a little further 
away from the post, he laid back his 
ears, doubled up his back and fired 
away with both heels. The blow was 
terriffic, and the post was broken off 
at the ground. Inthe kick, though, 
the mule sprained the tendons of the 
left hind leg seriously, and now goes | 
lame. It is the first instance where 
a mule has been known to lame itacif 
in kicking. 


Counterfeit Money in Cireniation. 


Thompson’s Bank Note Reporter 
mentions a vew counterfeit gold coin 
at the East as follows: 

A well executed counterfeit $5 gold 

iece has just made its appearance. 
Ite weight is correct. When the 
acid test was applied in New York, 
its surface and edges were found to 
be genuine gold, but its lack of ring 
betrayed the base filling within. The 
coin had been carefully split in two 
and hollowed out, leaving a very thio 
plate on either side of the genuine 
geld. A crack in the edge, precepti- 
ble only to the keenest vision, showed 
where it had been cut. 

A note from the Treasury Depart- 
meot, dated April 23d, calls atten- 
tion toa new and dangerous countc, - 
feit, as follows: 

A counterfeit $5 treasury note, the 
joint production of the camera and 
carbon printing, has just been found. 
The nute is of the series of 1875, num- 
ber B 8058120, which number will be 
reproduced oo each i impression obtain- 
ed from this tive. The pink seal, 
and the eycloid work on the right 
and face of the genuine note, also in 
pink, are both absent from the count- 
erfeit. This peint should at once de- 
termine its character. ‘To remove the 
stiff, brushy character of the chemi- 
cally prepared paper, also to cover the 
blurred appearance of the geometric 
lines in the centre of the back of note, 
it has been saturated by a preparation 
of glycerine, in consequence of which 
it has a very greasy and soiled ap- 
pearance. To persons not expert 
judges of money, it is a dangerous 
counterfeit.

The Return of the Beno Expedition 
from The Mines of the South » 

| | 

It was no slow coach, but a rattling 

four-in-hand and a thoroughbrace 

| wagon that pulled out of Reno on the 


| morning of Wednesday, May 12, with 
0 Lens af adventurous spirits whose 


destination was Candelaria. The 
party consisted of Dr. Lewis, John F. 
Myers, B. F. Bacon, George Jamison 
and J. M. White. At Wadsworth 
Jake Lewis reinforced the expedition. 
On Thursday morning a start was 
made from Wadsworth to Candelaria 
direct. That night the party camped 
at Big Adobe on the Carson river. 
Candelaria was reached Monday morn- 
ing, four days after leaving Wads- 
worth. The distance is about 135 
miles and the road good all the way. 
The sand is pretty deep in places, but 
the road is generally level. After 
leaving ‘Sulphur Springs, water must 
either be carried, or purchased at stop- 
ping places along the way. 
THE TOWN OF BELLVILLE 


contains from eighty to 100 houses. It 
is kept up by the milling of North- 
ern Belle ore. The mine is at Cande- 
laria and the ore is hauled seven 
miles to Bellville. The Northern 
Belle company will not do any cus- 
tom work at their mill. One of the 
travelers says that the general pros- 
pects of the Northern Belle are not 
flattering. The business of Bellville 
appeared dull. 


— 


CANDELARIA 


has about 100 houses but no hotel. Its 
population is probably about 500, 
The mines show excellent prospects. 
There is no mill in the place and 
none can be erected until the camp 
has an abundant supply of water 
brought in. All the water now used 
in the place has to be hauled four 
miles in barrels. The water that 
comes from Columbus is sold at four 
cents per gallon and smells bad when 
a day old. Rock Spring water is clear 
and pure and commands five cents a 
gallon. It cost the party 


$2 A BARREL FOR WATER 


for their horses during their stay in 
Candelaria,and the horses would emp- 
ty a barrel a day. The bills for wa- 
ter drank by the members of the ex- 
pedition were, however, light. They 
felt that they could not afford to drink 
much water at five cents the gallon. 
Bathing is not largely indulged in by 
the inhabitants of Cundelaria. Baths 
are $1 50 each.

From Our Own Cotrespondent. 

. The famous Roaring Fork mining 
district, which is the centre of the 
spring excitement here in Colorado, is 
located about thirty-five miles west of 
Leadville, as the crow flies. The 
topograpby of the country is not dis- 
similar to that around Leadville, only 
itis not so abrupt, the mountain 
slopes being more gradual. The dis- 
trict is about 3,500 feet lower than 
Leadville, and it abounds in timber of 
the best quality. Pine and spruce 
gi to large dimensions, and furnish 
fine, solid lumber when cut. There 
are also many aspen trees, cottonwood, 
and oak brush, while ferns and rushes 
grow luxuriantly. The valley of the 
Roaring Fork varies in width from 
one-half to three miles in the mining 
district, and the entire valley is sus- 
ceptible of cultivation for cereals and 
vegetables of various kinds. The out- 
cropping rock 1s mostly red 

stone and limestone. The indica 

for mineral are very flattering all over 
the district. The Highland and Hun- 
ters Creek district have some very 
fine mines. In the former, the min- 
eral shows right in the face of the 
bluff. Masses of bright, pay argentif- 
erous galena are ex to view, in 
some instances fifteen feet across 
and twenty-two feet in height. It is 
probable that the entire face of the 
cliff will disclose similar mineral, 
when the cap rock has been removed. 
Not more than 500 yards from this 
body of galena, 

FISSURE VEINS HAVE BEEN FOUND, 


some of which have the pay streak 
opened six inches in width, that con- 
tain gray copper ore running high in 
silver. At the Highland camp, 
further above, carbonates are found iv 
abundance. Stevens & Lister have 
thirteen claims, all in good bodies of 
mineral ore, especially the “Camp 
Bird,” which has developed a 10-foot 
body of carbonates, running from 90 
to 300 ounces in silver. The Lead- 


ville and Roaring Fork Mining and 
Prospecting Company also have de- 
veloped some fine property. Two of 
their claims in particular have fine 
breasts of mineral ex , viz., the 
Mankato and Louis B. Across the 
Roaring Fork, on the north, adjacent 
to Hunter’s creek, the mines show un- 
usually well in lead. The famous 
Smuggler averages 90 per cent in this 
valuable associate metal, so necessary 
to the process of smelting. The sec- 
tion lying along the foothills of the 
Sagnache range, toward the west, and 
along Woody river is at present being 
prospected successfully. A number 
of good strikes are reported, and 
others will undoubtedly follow. 
With regard to prospecting the 
country has hardly been touched. 
Below Maroon creek and down the 
Rearing Fork as far as Ten Mile, it is 
a good mineral country, and among 
the Maroon mountains, on the south 
side of Roaring Fork, the prospector 
will find ample and remunerative 
fields for his labor.

A slow, monotonous chant 
was commenced, the singers keeping 
time by jumping up and down with a 
sidling motion, gradually swinging 
around the circle from right to left. 
The circle gradually enlarged by fre- 
quent accessions, and in the course of 
an hour nearly a hundred Indians were 
dancing. Occasionally à pause would 
be e and when dancing was re- 
sumed the words of the chant would 
change. For ten or fifteen minutes 
there would be a constant repetition of 
what sounded like “hay enough, hay 
enough.” Then would be repeated 
for as long a time, a phrase resembling 
“come in here, come igo here.” As 
the dance lasted until a very late 
hour, the words might, if strung to- 
gether, make a lengthy song. The cu- 
rious up-and-down motion of the dan- 
cers seemed ludicrous enough to a 
number of visitors who went over 
from the town to witness the specta- 
cle. Some of them joined in the In- 
dian ring and mastered the intricacies 
of the “step.”
